//    When  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  first  opened  the  doors 
of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  on  October  1,  1924,  her 
mission  was  to  train  exceptionally  gifted  young  musicians 
for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the  highest  professional 
level.  Mrs.  Bok's  vision,  love  of  music  and  demand  for 
excellence  led  her  to  establish  a  conservatory  that  has 
consistently  ranked  among  the  leading  music  schools  in 
the  world. 

In  1924,  with  artistic  insights  from  Leopold  Stokowski 
and  Josef  Hofmann,  Mrs.  Bok  assembled  a  faculty  that 
would  attract  the  most  promising  students,  including  such 
artist/teachers  as  Leopold  Auer,  Josef  Hofmann,  William 
Kincaid,  Marcella  Sembrich,  Leopold  Stokowski,  Marcel 
Tabuteau  and  Efrem  Zimbalist.  The  relationship  between 
teacher  and  student  has  always  been  of  primary  importance, 
and  today  the  faculty  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music 
includes  some  of  the  most  celebrated  musicians  of  the 
20th  century. 

In  1928,  at  the  request  of  Josef  Hofmann,  The 
Institute  began  a  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarship  policy, 
and  today  it  remains  the  only  major  conservatory  to  do  so.

When  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  first  opened  the  doors  of  The  Curtis 
Institute  of  Music  on  October  1,  1924,  her  mission  was  to  train  exceptionally 
gifted  young  musicians  for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the  highest  profes- 
sional level.  Mrs.  Bok's  vision,  love  of  music  and  demand  for  excellence  led 
her  to  establish  a  conservatory  that  has  consistently  ranked  among  the  leading 
music  schools  in  the  world. 

In  1924,  with  artistic  insights  from  Leopold  Stokowski  and  Josef  Hofmann, 
Mrs.  Bok  assembled  a  faculty  that  would  attract  the  mtist  promising  students, 
iiicluding  such  artist/teachers  as  Leopold  Auer,  Josef  Hofmann,  William 
Kincaid,  Marcella  Sembrich,  Leopold  Stokowski,  Marcel  Tabuteau  and  Efrem 
Zimbalist.  The  relationship  between  teacher  and  student  has  always  been  of 
primary  importance,  and  today  the  faculty  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music 
includes  some  of  the  most  celebrated  musicians  of  the  20th  century. 

In  1928,  at  the  request  of  Josef  Hofmann,  The  Itistitute  began  a  merit- 
based  full-tuition  scholarship  policy,  and  today  it  remains  the  only  major 
conservatory  to  do  so.  Students  continue  to  be  accepted  for  study  at  Curtis 
exclusively  on  the  basis  of  their  artistic  talent  and  promise. 

Over  the  years,  countless  Curtis  graduates  have  gone  on  to  make  musical 
history  as  solo  performers,  composers  and  conductors.  Curtis  alumni  can  be 
found  in  virtually  every  major  orchestra  in  the  U.S.  and  Canada.  The 
presence  of  Curtis-trained  players  is  striking  among  the  "Big  Five"  American 
symphony  orchestras,  where  Curtis  alumni  occupy  nearly  30%  of  the  principal 
desks.  Curtis  vocal  alumni  are  equally  impressive:  Over  the  years,  43  alumni 
have  sung  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera. 

Proportionately,  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  has  produced  the  largest 
body  of  notable  performing  musicians  ot  any  conservatory  in  the  world.  In 
1924,  Leopold  Stokowski  predicted  that  Curtis  "will  become  the  most  impor- 
tant musical  institution  of  our  country,  perhaps  of  the  world."  That  sentiment 
was  echoed  nearly  70  years  later  by  cellist  Mstislav  Rostropovich  when  he  said, 
"Curtis  is  unique,  not  only  in  the  United  States,  but  in  the  whole  world."

MARIA  BACHMANN,  VIOLIN 

Violinist  Maria  Bachmann,  a  1983  Curtis  alumna  and  student  of  Szymon  Goldberg  and 
Ivan  Galamian,  rocketed  to  international  prominence  through  her  acclaimed  recordings 
and  performances.  The  winner  of  numerous  competitions,  including  first  prize  at  the 
International  Kreisler  and  the  Concert  Artists  Guild  International  competitions,  she  has 
been  honored  by  both  Musical  America  and  Neu;  York  hJewsday  as  Outstanding  Artist  of 
the  Year.  Ms.  Bachmann  is  a  proponent  of  contemporary  music  and  has  premiered  works 
by  such  composers  as  George  Rochberg,  Leon  Kirchner,  Sebastian  Currier  and  Paul  . 
Moravec,  all  of  whom  have  written  music  for  her.  An  exclusive  BMG/RCA  Classics 
recording  artist,  Ms.  Bachmann  has  recorded  two  albums  of  contemporary  music,  and  she 
has  also  recorded  sonatas  of  Beethoven  and  Rochberg  for  the  Connoisseur  Society  label.

Otto- Werner  Mueller,  who  became 
head  of  Curtis'  conducting  faculty  in 
1986,  has  established  himself  as  one  of 
this  country's  foremost  conducting 
teachers:  recent  students  of  his  are 
presently  assistant  conductors  of  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra,  the  New  York 
Philharmonic  and  the  Cleveland 
Orchestra.  He  himself  has  conducted 
major  orchestras  throughout  the  United 
States,  including  the  National 
Symphony  (Washington,  D.C.)  and 
those  of  St.  Louis,  Atlanta,  Detroit  and 
Houston,  and  he  has  conducted  all  the 
major  Canadian  orchestras  as  well.  Mr. 
Mueller  began  his  musical  studies  in 
Frankfurt,  Germany.  At  the  age  of  19,  he 
was  named  director  of  the  chamber 
music  department  for  Radio  Stuttgart 
and  was  founder/conductor  of  the 
celebrated  Radio  Stuttgart  Chamber 
Choir.  Two  years  later,  he  served  as 
conductor  of  opera  and  operetta  for  the 
Heidelberg  Theater.  After  immigrating 
to  Canada  in  1951,  Mr.  Mueller  worked 
extensively  for  the  Canadian 
Broadcasting  Corporation  where  he 
conducted  orchestra,  opera  and  ballet 
performances,  and  in  1958  he  became  a 
teacher  arid  conductor  at  the  Moiitreal 
Conservatory.  He  later  served  as  director 
of  the  Victoria  Symphony  and  was 
tounder/dean  of  the  Victoria  School  of 
Music.

Program  Notes 

by  Dr.  Richard  E.  Rodda 

Richard  Strauss 

"  Bom:  Munich,  June  11,  1864 

Died:  Garmisch-Partenkirchen,  September  9,  1949 

Don  Juan,  Op.  20 

Strauss  started  sketching  his  Don  Juan 
late  in  1887,  soon  after  he  met  Pauline 
de  Ahna  in  August.  Pauline,  a  singer  of 
:!  considerable  talent,  got  on  splendidly 
with  Strauss,  and  they  were  soon  in  love 
and  married.  The  impassioned  love 
themes  of  Don  Juan  were  written  under 
the  spell  of  this  romance.  For  the 
program  of  his  tone  poem,  Strauss  went 
not  to  da  Ponte  or  the  Spanish  authors, 
but  to  the  19th-century  Hungarian  poet 
Nicolaus  Lenau.  Lenau,  born  in  1802, 
was  possessed  by  a  blazing  romantic  spirit 
fueled  in  part  by  a  hopeless  love  for  the 
wife  of  a  friend.  In  a  fit  of  idealism  in 
1832,  Lenau  came  to  America  and 
settled  on  a  homestead  in  Ohio  for  a  few 
months.  Disappointed  with  the  New 


World,  he  returned  to  Europe,  where  he 
produced  an  epic  on  the  Faust  legend  in 
1836,  and  then  undertook  a  poetic 
drama  based  on  Doii  Juan.  Lenau  left 
this  latter  work  unfinished  in  1844  when 
he  lost  his  mind  and  was  admitted  to  an 
asylum,  where  he  died  six  years  later. 
Lenau's  Don  Juan  was  not  a  rakish 
extrovert  but  rather  a  vain,  sensual 
idealist.  In  the  author's  words,  "My  Don 
Juan  is  no  hot-blooded  man,  eternally 
pursuing  women.  It  is  the  longing  in  him 
to  find  a  woman  who  is  to  him  incarnate 
womanhood,  and  to  enjoy  in  the  one  all 
the  women  on  earth  whom  he  cannot  as 
individuals  possess.  Because  he  does  not 
find  her,  although  he  reels  from  one  to 
another,  at  last  Disgust  seizes  hold  of 
him,  and  this  Disgust  is  the  Devil  that 
fetches  him."  In  Lenau's  version,  Don 
Juan  meets  his  death  in  a  sword  duel 
with  the  father  of  one  of  the  women  he 
has  seduced.  Disillusioned  and  empty, 
ready  for  death,  he  drops  his  guard  and 
welcomes  his  fate.  Strauss'  tone  poem 
captures  the  feverish  emotion  and 
charged  sensuality  of  Lenau's  drama. 

Other  than  three  abstruse  excerpts 
from  Lenau's  poem  that  appear  in  the 
score,  Strauss  never  gave  a  specific 
program  for  Don  Juan.  (He  learned  early 
that  he  could  get  far  more  publicity  by 
allowing  critics  and  commentators  to 
contend  over  such  details.)  The  body  of 
the  work  comprises  themes  associated 
with  the  lover  and  his  conquests.  The 
vigorous  opening  strain  and  a  stentorian 
melody  majestically  proclaimed  by  the 
horns  near  the  mid-point  of  the  work 
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belong  to  Don  Juan.  The  music 
depicting  the  women  in  his  Ufe  is 
variously  coquettish,  passionate  and 
ravishing.  (Norman  Del  Mar  called  the 
beautiful  oboe  melody  "one  of  the 
greatest  love  songs  in  all  music")  In  the 
closing  pages,  an  enormous  crescendo  is 
suddenly  broken  off  by  a  long  silence.  A 
quivering  chill  comes  over  the  music.  A 
dissonant  note  on  the  trumpets  marks 
the  fatal  thrust.  Quietly,  without  hope  of 
redemption,  the  libertine  dies. 

Wolfgang  Amadeus  Mozart 

Born:  Salzburg,  Januar>'  27,  1756 
Died:  Vienna,  December  5,  1791

Mozart's  personal  happiness  and 
public  popularity  were  at  their  zeniths  in 
1784.  He  shared  a  comfortable 
apartment  with  his  wife,  Constanze,  and 
they  were  looking  forward  to  the  birth  of 
their  second  child  in  September.  Since 
settling  in  Vienna  nearly  three  years 
before,  he  had  acquired  a  reputatioii  as 
the  finest  pianist  in  town  as  well  as  a 
talented  composer  —  so  great  was  the 
demand  tor  his  performances  in  the 
concert  halls  and  the  houses  of  the 
aristocracy  that  he  played  22  concerts 
between  February  26  and  April  3.  This 
hectic  schedule  alone  would  have  been 
enough  to  fully  occupy  any  solo 
performer,  but  the  Viennese  audiences 
also  expected  that,  as  he  noted,  "1  must 
play  some  new  works  and  therett)re  1 


must  compose."  In  addition,  many  of  his 
mornings  were  given  over  to  teaching, 
with  the  remaining  cracks  in  his 
schedule  devoted  to  carrying  on  a  quite 
merry  social  life.  "Have  I  not  enough  to 
do?  I  do  not  think  I  can  get  rusty  at  this 
rate,"  he  wrote  in  a  letter  to  his  father, 
Leopold,  with  which  he  also  proudly 
enclosed  a  list  of  his  performances. 

Mozart  arranged  for  his  Lenten 
concerts  of  1 784  to  be  given  at  a  salon  in 
the  residence  of  the  court  printer  and 
publisher,  Johann  Thomas  von  Trattner 
(Frau  Therese  von  Trattner  was  a  piano 
student  of  Mozart  and  the  dedicatee  of 
the  Sonata  and  Fantasia  in  C  minor, 
K.  457  and  475),  on  the  last  three 
Wednesdays  of  the  season  —  March  17, 
24  and  31  —  and  was  overjoyed  to  have 
as  subscribers  1 74  of  the  most  genteel 
representatives  of  the  Austrian 
aristocracy,  the  worlds  of  finance, 
government  and  scholarship,  foreign 
diplomats  and  other  wealthy  patrons  ot 
music.  For  this  glittering  assemblage, 
Mozart  put  forward  his  best  effort, 
creating  four  new  concertos  (K.  449, 
450,  451,  453)  within  just  eight  weeks,  a 
teat  that  Alfred  Einstein  called  "in  no 
way  less  extraordinary  than  the  miracle 
of  the  three  symphonies  [Nos.  39-41]  ot 
1788."  Of  the  first  concert,  Mozart 
reported,  "The  hall  was  jammed  full,  and 
the  new  Concerto  1  played  (K.  449)  was 
extraordinarily  well  liked.  Wherever  I 
go,  I  hear  praises  of  this  concert."  It  was 
a  time  of  satisfaction  such  as  would 
never  come  to  Mozart  again.  Within 
only  two  years,  however,  his  music  had 
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grown  beyond  the  conservative  Viennese 
taste  for  mere  entertainment  to  express 
the  deep  emotions  that  at  first  puzzled 
and  ultimately  repelled  his  early  patrons. 
Twelve  ot  his  last  14  piano  concertos 

"■  were  written  between  1784  and  1786, 
the  years  when  his  local  popularity 
crested.  During  the  remaining  five  years 
;of  his  life,  he  composed  only  two  more, 
and  he  could  not  muster  enough 
subscribers  to  present  either  of  them  at  a 
concert  of  his  own  in  Vienna. 
The  E'flat  Concerto  is  generally 

'  regarded  as  the  earliest  of  Mozart's 
mature  masterpieces  in  the  form,  the  first 
in  the  series  of  14  incomparable  works 
that  Alfred  Einstein  said  constitutes 
"the  high  point  of  his  instrumental 
composition."  The  opening  gesture 
consists  of  two  notes  of  ambiguous 
tonality  in  bold  unison  (the  same  two 
pitches,  much  differently  configured, 
launch  Beethoven's  Fifth  Symphony). 
The  main  theme  continues  with  a  small 
clutch  of  more  animated  motives  before 
the  ensemble  turns  to  the  lyrical  but 
chromatically  tortuous  second  subject, 
given,  most  unusually  for  the  orchestral 
introduction,  in  the  dominant  key. 
The  soloist  then  provides  tasteful 
embroideries  upon  the  thematic  material 
before  an  orchestral  tutti  leads  to  the 

"  central  development  section,  which  is 
largely  concerned  with  the  discussion  of 
a  tiny  trill  figure  snipped  from  the  main 
theme.  The  recapitulation,  a  somewhat 
condensed  version  of  the  events  of  the 
opening  section,  culminates  in  a  cadenza 
I  that  Mozart  himself  wrote  out.  A 


vigorous  coda  draws  the  movement  to 
a  close. 

The  Andandno  is  one  ot  those  sublime 
lyrical  cttusions  that  no  one  other  than 
Mozart  could  have  created.  Abraham 
Veinus  wrote  that  it  "moves  with 
unassuming  dignity  and  tenderness.  The 
sobriety  of  the  opening  theme,  the 
tactful  ornamentation  of  it  by  the  piano, 
the  unobtrusive  deflections  into  minor 
keys  where  the  mood  is  deepened 
without  deliberate  emphasis,  reveal  the 
great  maturity  which  was  now  to  he 
found  in  Mozart's  concerto  music." 
The  finale,  remarkable  for  the  merry 
polyphony  that  unites  soloist  and 
orchestra  throughout,  is  a  tnost 
ingratiating  product  of  the  compre- 
hensive study  of  Bach's  fugal  technique 
that  Mozart  had  undertaken  during  the 
previous  two  years.  The  movement  is  a 
formal  hybrid  of  rondo  and  sonata, 
crowned  by  a  galloping  6/8  dash  through 
the  coda,  that  Stanley  Sadie  said  was 
"Mozart's  most  brilliant,  elaborate  and 
ingenious  [concerto  finale]  to  date." 

Ludwig  van  Beethoven 

Born;  Bonn,  December  16,  1770

Symphony  No.  5  in  C  minor, 
Op.  67 

Beethoven's  Fifth  Symphony,  more 
than  any  other  single  work  in  the 
musical  repertory,  is  the  archetypal 
example  of  the  technique  and  content 
of  the  form.  Its  overall  structure  is  not 
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one  of  four  independent  essays  linked 
simply  by  tonality  and  style,  as  in  the 
typical  18th-century  example,  but  is 
rather  a  carefully  devised  whole  in  which 
each  of  the  movements  serves  to  carry 
the  work  inexorably  toward  its  end.  The 
progression  from  minor  to  major,  from 
dark  to  light,  from  conflict  to  resolution 
is  at  the  very  heart  of  the  meaning  of  this 
Symphony.  The  triumphant,  victorious 
nature  of  the  final  movement  as  the 
logical  outcome  of  all  that  preceded  it 
established  a  model  for  the  symphonies 
of  the  Romantic  era.  The  psychological 
progression  toward  the  finale  —  the 
relentless  movement  toward  a  life- 
affirming  close  —  is  one  of  the  most 
miportant  technical  and  emotional 
legacies  Beethoven  left  to  his  successors. 
Schumann,  Brahms,  Tchaikovsky, 
Mahler  —  their  symphonies  are 
indebted  to  this  one  (and  to  the  Ninth 
Symphony,  as  well)  for  the  concept 
of  how  such  a  creation  should  be 
structured,  and  in  what  manner  it 
should  engage  the  listener. 

The  opening  gesture  is  the  most 
famous  beginning  in  all  of  music.  It 
establishes  the  stormy  temper  of  the 
AllefTTo  by  presenting  the  germinal  cell 
from  which  the  entire  mox'ement  grows. 
The  gentler  second  theme  derives  from 
the  opening  motive,  and  provides  only  a 
brief  respite  in  the  headlong  rush  that 
hurtles  through  the  movement.  It 
provides  the  necessary  contrast  while 
doing  nothing  to  impede  the  music's 
flow.  The  development  section  is  a 
paragon  of  cohesion,  logic  and  concision. 


The  recapitulation  roars  forth  after  a 
series  of  breathless  chords  that  pass  from 
woodwinds  to  strings  and  back.  The  stark 
hammer-blows  of  the  closing  chords 
bring  the  movement  to  its  powerful  end. 

The  form  of  the  second  movement  is 
a  set  of  variations  on  two  themes.  The 
first  theme,  presented  by  violas  and 
cellos,  is  sweet  and  lyrical  in  nature;  the 
second,  heard  in  horns  and  trumpets,  is 
heroic.  The  ensuing  variations  on  the 
themes  alternate  to  produce  a  movement 
by  turns  gentle  and  majestic. 

The  following  Scherzo  returns  the 
tempestuous  character  of  the  first 
movement.  The  four-note  motto  from 
the  first  movement  is  heard  again  in  a 
braren  setting  led  by  the  horns.  The 
fughetta  of  the  Trio  is  initiated  by  the 
cellos  and  basses.  The  Scherzo  returns 
with  the  mysterious  tread  of  the  plucked 
strings,  after  which  the  music  wanes 
until  little  more  than  a  heartbeat  from 
the  timpani  remains.  Then  begins 
another  accumulation  of  intensity,  first 
gradually,  then  more  quickly,  as  a  link  to 
the  tinale,  which  arrives  with  a  glorious 
proclamation,  like  brilliant  sun  bursting 
through  sinister  clouds. 

The  finale,  set  in  the  triumphant  key 
of  C  major,  is  jubilant  and  martial. 
(Schumann  saw  here  the  influence  of 
Mehul,  one  of  the  prominent  composers 
of  the  French  Revolution.)  The  sonata 
form  proceeds  apace.  At  the  apex  of  the 
de\  elopment,  however,  Beethoven 
unexpectedly  in\'oked  the  mysterious 
end  of  the  Scherzo,  which  serves  here  as 
the  link  to  the  return  of  the  main  theme 
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in  the  recapitulation.  It  also  recalls  and  a  way  of  discharging  the  enormous

SYNOPSIS 

ACT  I.  Ilia,  the  daughter  of  King  Priam  of  Troy,  has  been  taken  hostage  by 
Idomeneo,  King  of  Crete,  and  is  being  sent  to  Crete  by  ship.  Part  ot  the  Greek  fleet 
destroyed  by  a  tempest,  and  it  is  feared  that  Idomeneo  has  drowned.  Ilia  herself  is 
rescued  by  Idomeneo's  son,  Idamante,  with  whom  she  has  fallen  in  love.  She  fears, 
however,  that  Idamante  loves  Elettra,  who  has  sought  refuge  on  the  island  and  who 
also  loves  Idamante.  Idamante  reports  that  some  ot  Idomeneo's  ships  have  been 
sighted  and  in  celebration  ot  the  King's  safe  return  all  the  prisoners  shall  be  set  free, 
Idamante  then  declares  his  love  for  Ilia.  Elettra  enters  and  reproaches  Idamante  for 
freeing  the  Trojans,  but  he  replies  that  the  Greeks  can  aftord  to  be  generous  in 
victory.  They  are  interrupted  by  the  arrival  of  Arbace,  adviser  and  confidant  to 
Idomeneo,  who  intorms  them  that  Idomeneo  did  not  survive.  Ilia,  still  mtnirning  th 
loss  of  her  native  Troy,  also  feels  pity  for  Idomeneo.  Elettra  is  distressed  for  a  more 
selfish  reason:  she  fears  that  should  Idamante  now  become  King  of  Crete,  he  will 
immediately  make  Ilia  his  queen.  She  expresses  her  jealousy  and  envy  of  her  rival 
and  swears  vengeance  on  both  Ilia  and  Idamante. 


The  scene  changes  to  the  seashore.  A  small  group,  consisting  of  the  King  himself 
and  a  few  of  his  followers,  struggles  on  to  the  beach.  Idomeneo  asks  his  followers  to 
leave  him  alone:  he  reveals  the  vow  he  made  to  Neptune  that  he  would  sacrifice  the 
first  person  he  met  it  he  landed  sately.  Already  Idomeneo  regrets  his  vow.  1  le  looks 
up  to  see  a  man  approaching,  his  eyes  red  with  tears.  Torn  with  guilt  at  the  sight  of 
his  victim,  Idomeneo  curses  the  gods  tor  their  savage  barbarism.  The  stranger  offers 
his  assistance  to  Idomeneo  and  tells  him  that  he  is  mourning  the  heroic  king  who 
died  fighting  the  Trojans.  Soon,  father  and  son  are  made  aware  of  each  other's 
identity.  When  Id.unante  attempts  to  embrace  his  father,  Idomeneo  turns  away  in 
despair,  ordering  his  son  not  to  follow  him  and  to  never  see  him  again.  Idamante  is 
horrified  and  wonders  what  he  did  to  offend  his  father. 

ACT  II.  Idomeneo  reveals  to  Arbace  the  vow  he  made  to  Neptune,  a  vow  he  can 
now  fulfill  only  by  sacrificing  his  own  son.  Arbace  advises  him  to  send  Idamante 
abroad,  where  some  other  god  can  protect  him,  and  to  find  another  victim  for 
Neptune.  Idomeneo  resolves  to  send  Idamante  to  accompany  Elettra  back  to  her 
father's  court  at  Argos.  Arbace  leaves  to  inform  Idamante  and  Elettra.  Ilia  enters  to 

ongratulate  Idomeneo  on  his  safe  return.  He  in  turn  expresses  the  hope  that  she  will 
be  able  to  forget  her  sorrows  and  find  peace,  and  she  replies  that  she  has  found  a  new 
pomeland  in  Crete  and  a  new  father  in  Idomeneo.  After  she  leaves  him,  Idomeneo 
realizes  that  she  is  in  love  with  Idamante,  and  he  is  forced  to  acknowledge  to  himself 
;hat  Neptune  will  gain  three  victims:  one  killed  by  the  sword  and  two  by  sorrow. 
Though  freed  from  one  tempest,  Idomeneo  has  another  raging  within  him.  Elettra 
:"iow  enters,  happy  that  she  is  to  be  escorted  to  her  country  by  Idamante.  She  is 
':onfident  that  when  he  is  away  from  Ilia's  side,  Idamante  will  come  to  love  her 

nstead. 

The  travelers  sing  of  the  calm,  tranquil  sea  that  awaits  them.  Idomeneo  bids 
arewell  to  Elettra  and  to  Idamante,  who  departs  with  extreme  reluctance.  Suddenly, 
»  violent  thunderstorm  breaks  out.  The  crowd  is  convinced  that  it  denotes  the  anger 
)f  Neptune:  they  ask  who  can  be  responsible  for  offending  the  god.  Idomeneo  admits 
hat  he  is  guilty.  He  asks  Neptune  to  punish  him  alone,  tor  he  refuses  to  sacrifice  an 
nnocent  victim.  The  crowd  rushes  away  in  terror  from  a  huge  monster  that  Neptune 
las  summoned  up  from  the  sea. 

VCT  III.  Ilia  sings  of  her  love  for  Idamante,  who  arrives  to  tell  her  that  he  will  fight 
Neptune's  monster.  He  expects  to  die,  and  thus  end  his  suffering.  Ilia  confesses  that 
he  loves  him.  As  they  swear  their  love  and  fidelity  to  each  other,  they  are 
nterrupted  by  Idomeneo  and  Elettra.  Idamante  asks  his  father  once  again  to  reveal 
/hy  he  continually  avoids  him,  but  Idomeneo  is  unable  to  confess  the  truth  to  his 
on,  and  instead  commands  him  to  leave  the  country  and  seek  his  fortune  abroad.  Ilia 


declares  that  she  will  leave  with  him,  but  Idamante  insists  she  should  remain  safely  i 
Crete.  Arbace  enters,  imploring  Idomeneo  to  address  and  calm  the  populace. 

Before  the  assembled  people,  the  High  Priest  of  Neptune  demands  that  the  King 
name  the  sacrificial  victim  whose  blood  will  appease  the  wrath  of  Neptune.  Idomen( 
is  forced  to  reveal  that  it  is  his  own  son,  Idamante.  The  people  express  their  horror 
and  even  the  High  Priest  condemns  Idomeneo's  vow  as  inhuman.  Idomeneo  prays  tc 
Neptune  for  mercy  and  clemency.  But  when  Arbace  rushes  in  to  announce  that 
Idamante  has  slain  the  monster,  the  King  realizes  that  now  nothing  will  assuage  the 
god's  wrath  but  the  blood  of  the  promised  victim.  Idamante  offers  himself  for 
sacrifice;  Idomeneo  falters,  but  Idamante  assures  him  he  does  not  fear  death.  Ilia 
attempts  to  offer  herself  in  Idamante's  place.  Suddenly  the  voice  of  Neptune  is  hean 
pronouncing  that  love  has  triumphed,  and  that  Idomeneo  should  abdicate  in  favor  c 
Idamante  and  his  bride,  Ilia.  All  are  content  with  the  god's  judgment  except  Elettra 
who  expresses  her  despair  and  jealous  fury. 

Idomeneo  addresses  his  people  for  the  last  time.  Neptune  and  all  the  gods  now 
look  with  favor  on  Crete,  and  Idomeneo  is  happy  to  stand  down  in  favor  of  Idamant 
and  Ilia.  At  last,  he  says,  peace  has  returned  to  his  heart.

1 
the  United  States,  he  has  led  subscription,  contemporary  and  pops  concerts  for  the 
San  Francisco  Symphony,  where  he  has  held  the  prestigious  post  of  Exxon  conductc 
Other  recent  collaborations  have  included  performances  with  Dawn  Upshaw,  Bill  T 
Jones,  Paul  Hillier  and  David  Starobin.  A  dedicated  proponent  of  new  music,  Milm 
received  a  1994  Grammy  nomination  for  his  recording  of  John  Anthony  Lennon's 
Zingari.  Mr.  Milnes  is  also  music  director  of  the  opera  and  orchestral  programs  at 
SUNY  Purchase  and  Southern  Methodist  University.  He  is  conductor  of  the 
University  of  California  at  Berkeley  Symphony  Orchestra  and  has  performed  at  the 
Tanglewood,  Aspen,  Monadnock  and  Killington  music  festivals.  Mr.  Milnes  has 
studied  conducting  with  Leonard  Bernstein,  Erich  Leinsdorf,  Max  Rudolf,  Herbert 
Blomstedt  and  Otto-Werner  Mueller.  He  also  has  had  a  lifelong  interest  in  jazz, 
which  has  led  to  appearances  with  Gene  Krupa,  Chuck  Mangione,  Billy  Taylor  and 
John  Pizzarelli.

Marin  Alsop,  who  currently  serves  as 
music  director  of  the  Colorado 
Symphony,  creative  conductor  chair  of 
the  Saint  Louis  Symphony  and  music 
director  of  the  Cabrillo  Festival  in 
California,  has  been  recognized  as  one  of 
America's  most  dynamic  young 
conductors.  A  graduate  of  Yale 
University  and  the  Juilliard  School,  she 
has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  of  the 
New  York  Philharmonic,  Philadelphia 
Orchestra,  National  Symphony,  Atlanta 
Symphony,  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic, 
Cincinnati  Symphony,  Milwaukee 
Symphony,  Minnesota  Orchestra, 
Vancouver  Symphony  and  the  Toronto 
Symphony,  among  others.  In  1984,  Ms. 
Alsop  founded  Concordia,  a  unique  50- 
piece  chamber  symphony  that  combines 
classical  repertoire  with  jazz  and  ZOth- 
century  American  works.  In  1988  and 
1989,  she  was  the  recipient  of  the 
Leonard  Bernstein  Conducting 
Fellowship  at  the  Tanglewood  Music 
Center,  where  she  studied  with  Mr. 
Bernstein,  Seiji  Ozawa  and  Gustav 
Meier.  While  there,  she  was  awarded  the 
coveted  Koussevitzky  Conducting  Prize;

Wendy  Warner 

Curtis  alumna  Wendy  Warner 
(Violoncello  '93)  made  her  debut  with 
the  National  Symphony  Orchestra  in 
1990  under  the  direction  of  Mstislav 
Rostropovich  and  was  subsequently  re- 
engaged to  appear  with  the  Orchestra  on 
its  1991  North  American  tour.  Since 
that  time,  Ms.  Warner  has  performed  as 
soloist  with  such  orchestras  as  the 
Boston  Symphony,  Chicago  Symphony, 
San  Francisco  Symphony,  London 
Symphony,  French  National  Orchestra, 
French  Radio  Philharmonic,  L'Orchestre 
du  Capitole  de  Toulouse,  the  Bamberg 
Symphony,  the  Berlin  Symphony  and 
the  Helsinki  Philharmonic.

Richard  Danielpour 

Bom:  New  York  City,  January  28,  1956 

"  Toward  the  Splendid  City 

Richard  Danielpour  completed  his 
undergraduate  education  at  the  New 
England  Conservatory  in  Boston 
(Bachelor  of  Music,  1980),  and  received 
his  Master  of  Music  (1982)  and  Doctor 
of  Musical  Arts  (1986)  degrees  from  the 
Juilliard  School,  where  his  principal 
teachers  were  Curtis  alumnus  Vincent 
Persichetti  and  Peter  Mennin.  He  also 
studied  composition  with  John  Heiss, 
conducting  with  Benjamin  Zander  and 
Jacques  Monod,  and  piano  with  Lorin 
Hollander,  Veronica  Jochum,  Theodore 
Lettvin  and  Gabriel  Chodos.  His 
teaching  appointments  have  included 
the  College  of  New  Rochelle  and 
I  Marymount  Manhattan  College  (1984- 
1988)  and  the  Manhattan  School  of 
Music  (1993-1997);  in  fall  1997,  he 
joined  the  faculty  of  The  Curtis  Institute 
of  Music.  At  the  invitation  of  Leonard 
Bernstein,  Danielpour  served  as  guest 
composer  at  both  the  1989  Festival  of 
the  Academy  of  Santa  Cecilia  in  Rome 
and  the  1989  Schleswig-Holstein 
Festival  in  West  Germany.  He  was 
composer-in-residence  with  the  Seattle 
Symphony  during  the  1991-1992  season, 
and  begins  a  similar  residency  with  the 
Pacific  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1998. 

Among  the  organizations  that  have 
commissioned  works  from  Danielpour 


are  the  New  York  Philharmonic,  San 
Francisco  Symphony,  New  York 
Chamber  Symphony,  Baltimore 
Symphony,  Chamber  Music  Society  of 
Lincoln  Center,  Absolut  Vodka  and 
Santa  Fe  Chamber  Music  Festival.  His 
recent  works  include  Anima  Mundi 
(1995,  for  the  Seattle  Ballet),  Concerto 
for  Orchestra  (1996,  for  the  Pittsburgh 
Symphony),  Sweet  Talk  (1997,  a  song 
cycle  for  Jessye  Norman  and  Yo-Yo  Ma 
to  texts  by  Toni  Morrison)  and  Celestial 
Nights  (commissioned  by  the  New  Jersey 
Symphony  for  the  grand  opening  of 
Prudential  Hall  in  Newark  in  October 
1997). 

In  1996,  Danielpour  became  an 
exclusive  recording  artist  with  Sony 
Classical.  The  first  two  releases  in  the 
series  contain  the  Cello  Concerto  (Yo- 
Yo  Ma,  with  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra 
and  David  Zinman),  and  Anima  Mundi 
and  the  Concerto  for  Orchestra  (Zinman 
and  the  Pittsburgh  Symphony). 
Danielpour's  music  has  also  been 
recorded  on  the  Delos,  New  World, 
Harmonia  Mundi  and  Koch  labels. 

Toward  the  Splendid  City  was 
commissioned  for  the  150th  anniversary 
of  the  New  York  Philharmonic  in  1992, 
and  premiered  by  that  ensemble  on 
January  4,  1996,  under  the  baton  of 
Leonard  Slatkin.  Of  it,  Danielpour 
wrote,  "While  Toward  the  Splendid  City 
was  composed  as  a  portrait  of  New  York, 
the  city  in  which  I  live,  it  was  written 
almost  entirely  away  from  home.  Work 
on  the  piece  began  in  Seattle  in  the 
spring  of  1992,  and  was  completed  in 
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mid- August  of  that  year  in  Taos,  New 
Mexico.  At  the  time,  I  was  nearing  the 
end  of  a  year-long  residency  with  the 
Seattle  Symphony,  and  had  serious 
second  thoughts  about  returning  to  New 
York.  Life  was  always  complicated  in  the 
city  and  easier,  it  seemed,  everywhere 
else.  1  was,  however,  not  without  a 
certain  pang  of  nostalgia  for  my  home 
town,  and  as  a  result  Toward  the  Splendid 
City  was  driven  by  my  love-hate 
relationship  with  New  York.  It  was, 
needless  to  say,  a  relationship  badly  in 
need  of  resolution.  Eventually,  upon 
returning  to  Manhattan,  I  began  to 
understand  that  the  humanity  and  the 
difficulty  of  New  York  were  inseparable 
—  and  that  if  in  the  difficulties  of  urban 
life  humanity  is  to  be  embraced,  then 
the  inconveniences  must  also  be 
accepted.  The  work's  title  comes  from 
the  heading  of  Pablo  Neruda's  Nobel 
Prize  address  in  1974,  in  which  he 
included  the  following:  'We  must  pass 
through  solitude  and  difficulty,  isolation 
and  silence,  to  reach  forth  to  the 
enchanted  place  where  we  can  dance  our 
clumsy  dance  and  sing  our  sorrowful 
song  —  but  in  this  dance  or  in  this  song 
there  are  fulfilled  the  most  ancient  rites 
of  our  conscience  in  the  awareness  of 
being  human.'"  Like  life  in  a  great  city, 
this  brilliantly  scored  work  is  never  fully 
at  rest.  It  pulses  ceaselessly,  sometimes 
quietly,  sometimes  restlessly,  sometimes 
violently,  always  seeking  for  release  in 
the  song  and  dance  that  grows  from  its 
vibrant  rhythmic  undercurrent. 


Samuel  Barber 

Bom:  West  Chester,  Pennsylvania,  March  9,  1910 
Died:  New  York  City,  January  23,  1981 

Cello  Concerto,  Op.  22 

Samuel  Barber's  success  as  one  of 
America's  greatest  composers  was  both 
early  and  lasting.  Bom  and  raised  in  a 
small  town  on  the  outskirts  of 
Philadelphia,  he  received  a  thorough 
appreciation  of  music  as  a  boy  from  his 
mother,  a  talented  pianist,  and  from  his 
aunt,  the  noted  Metropolitan  Opera 
contralto  Louise  Homer.  In  1924,  at  the 
tender  age  of  14,  he  entered  the  first 
class  enrolled  at  The  Curtis  Institute, 
and  received  instruction  in  piano,  voice 
and  composition,  winning  the  Beams 
Prize  in  composition  in  1928.  Four  years 
later,  he  composed  the  sparkling 
Overture  to  The  School  for  Scandal, 
which  was  triumphantly  premiered  by 
Koussevitzky  and  the  Boston  Symphony, 
and  secured  for  the  young  composer  an 
immediate  reputation.  He  graduated 
from  Curtis  in  1934  with  a  degree  in 
composition.  In  1935,  Barber  won  both 
the  Pulitzer  Scholarship  and  the 
American  Prix  de  Rome,  enabling  him 
to  study  in  Europe.  While  abroad,  he 
conducted,  gave  recitals  (he  had  an 
excellent  and  well-trained  baritone 
voice)  and  met  some  of  the  most 
important  musicians  of  the  day, 
including  Toscanini,  who  became  a 
champion  of  his  works.  The  great  Italian 
conductor  premiered  both  the  Essay  for 
Orchestra  and  the  famous  Adagio  for 
Strings  during  the  1938  season  of  the 
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NBC  Symphony,  Barber  thus  becominf^ 
the  first  American  composer  whose 
works  Toscanini  conducted  with  that 
ensemble. 

When  Barber  was  inducted  into  the 
Army  Air  Force  in  1943,  the  military 
recognized  his  abilities  by  assigning  as 
part  of  his  duties  while  in  the  service  the 
composition  of  two  works.  One,  the 
Second  Symphony,  was  heard  in  Boston 
in  1944.  The  other,  the  Commando 
March  of  1943,  made  an  instant  success 
and  continues  to  be  among  the  great 
American  compositions  for  concert 
band.  Another  work  of  those  years,  one 
not  written  on  commission,  was  the 
Capricorn  Concerto,  named  after  the 
house  in  Mt.  Kisco,  New  York,  that 
Barber  had  purchased  in  1943  with  his 
friend,  the  composer  Gian  Carlo 
Menotti.  When  Barber  was  mustered  out 
of  the  military  in  September  1945,  he 
returned  to  "Capricorn"  and  full-time 
duties  as  a  composer.  The  first  work  that 
he  undertook  as  a  reinstated  civilian  was 
the  Cello  Concerto,  commissioned  for 
the  virtuoso  Raya  Garbousova  by  John 
Nicholas  Brown  of  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  an  amateur  cellist.  Upon 
completing  the  score  on  November  22, 
1945,  Barber  dedicated  it  "To  John  and 
Anne  Brown."  The  work  was  premiered 
by  Koussevitzky  and  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  on  April  5,  1946, 
with  Miss  Garbousova  as  soloist. 

In  the  Cello  Concerto,  Barber 
balanced  his  characteristic  lyricism  with 
a  fiendishly  difficult  solo  part  filled  with 
wide  leaps,  double  stops,  harmonics  and 


other  technical  challenges.  To  point  up 
the  formidable  obstacles  to  the  soloist  in 
this  piece,  Nathan  Broder  recounted  in 
his  study  of  the  composer  an  incident 
that  (Kcurred  when  Barber  was  in 
London  in  1950  to  record  the  Concerto 
with  cellist  Zara  Nelsova. 

"At  one  of  the  sessions,  the  soloist 
ended  with  great  brilliance,"  wrote 
Broder,  "whereupon  a  cellist  from  the 
orchestra  leaped  up  from  his  chair,  ran 
down  to  the  front  of  the  stage,  wildly 
shouting  something  about  giving  up  the 
cello  after  hearing  playing  such  as 
Nelsova's,  and  smashed  his  instrument 
against  the  side  of  the  platform,  in  full 
view  of  the  assembled  players,  recording 
engineers,  the  startled  composer- 
conductor  and  the  pale  and  trembling 
soloist.  Strings  and  bits  of  wood  flew  in 
all  directions.  There  was  a  general 
uproar,  and  then  Barber  and  Nelsova 
realized  that  the  whole  thing  was  a  joke 
staged  by  the  cello  section  as  a  tribute  to 
the  difficulty  of  the  Concerto.  Each  man 
had  contributed  towards  buying  a  cello 
in  a  pawn  shop  for  two  pounds  in  order 
to  smash  it." 

The  opening  movement  of  Barber's 
Cello  Concerto  follows  the  traditional 
sonata/concerto  form.  A  brief  orchestral 
introduction  presents  the  thematic 
materials:  a  short,  angular  motive, 
presented  in  the  first  two  measures,  that 
returns  to  punctuate  important  points  of 
the  structure;  a  broad,  lyrical  melody, 
initiated  by  flute  and  English  horn, 
enlivened  by  snapping  rhythms;  a 
winding  phrase  of  small  intervals  heard 
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in  the  bassoons;  and  an  arching  strain 
given  by  the  violins.  The  soloist  takes  up 
the  winding  phrase,  and  builds  from  it  a 
short  cadenza  that  leads  without  pause 
into  the  full  exposition  of  the  themes 
previewed  in  the  introduction.  The 
orchestra  begins  the  development 
section,  which  continues  with  some 
pyrotechnical  displays  from  the  soloist 
that  lead  eventually  to  another  cadenza 
that  serves  as  the  bridge  to  the 
recapitulation. 

The  Andante  is  a  richly  textured  song 
of  deep  expression  in  three-part  form  that 
is  based  on  a  chordal  theme  in  a  siciliano- 
like  rhythm.  The  finale  is  constructed  in  a 
sort  of  telescoped  sonata  form.  After  a 
forceful,  jagged  introductory  gesture,  the 
soloist  presents  the  principal  theme, 
dominated  by  the  interval  of  a  half-step  in 
syncopated  rhythm.  The  slow,  contrasting 
melody,  first  played  by  the  soloist  above 
an  ostinato  bass,  begins  quietly  but  builds 
to  a  full  orchestral  climax.  When  the  two 
themes  return,  they  are  considerably 
elaborated,  as  though  the  functions  of 
development  and  recapitulation  had  been 
combined.  (Brahms  used  a  similar 
technique  in  the  finale  of  his  TTiird 
Symphony.)  The  Concerto  comes  to  a 
brilliant  end  with  a  coda  of  considerable 
verve  and  virtuosity.

John,  Sr.,  was  for  many  years  the 
concertmaster  of  the  New  York 
Philharmonic  and  his  mother  was  an 
accomplished  pianist  and  teacher.  From 
1955  to  1960,  Corigliano  studied  at 
Columbia  University  with  Otto  Luening 
and  at  the  Manhattan  School  of  Music 
with  Vittorio  Giannini.  After  graduating 
with  honors  from  Columbia,  Corigliano 
worked  for  three  years  as  a  programmer 
and  writer  for  New  York  radio  station 
WQXR;  from  1961  to  1963,  he  was 
music  director  of  station  WBAI,  also  in 
New  York.  He  served  as  associate 
producer  at  CBS  for  the  New  York 
Philharmonic's  televised  Young  People's 
Concerts  from  1961  to  1972,  producer 
for  Columbia  Masterworks  recordings  in 
1972-1973  and  music  director  of  the 
Corfu  Music  Festival  in  1973-1974.  He 
has  since  taught  at  the  Manhattan 
School  and  at  Lehman  College  of  the 
City  University  of  New  York,  and  served 
as  Composer-in-Residence  with  the 
Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra  from  1987 
to  1990,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Meet- 
the-Composer  residencies  program.  In 
1991,  he  joined  the  faculty  of  the 
Juilliard  School  of  Music. 

Corigliano's  Symphony  No.  1  was 
commissioned  by  the  Chicago 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  honor  of  its 
centennial,  in  1991.  That  ensemble  gave 
the  work's  premiere  under  the  direction 
of  Daniel  Barenboim  on  March  15,  1990; 
their  subsequent  Erato  recording  won 
two  1991  Grammy  Awards  (Best 
Orchestral  Performance,  Best 
Contemporary  Composition).  The 
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Symphony  also  received  the  1991 
University  of  Louisville  Grawemeyer 
Award  for  Music  Competition.  Of  it,  the 
composer  wrote:  "During  the  past 
decade,  I  have  lost  many  friends  and 
colleagues  to  the  AIDS  epidemic,  and 
the  cumulative  effect  of  those  losses  has, 
naturally,  deeply  affected  me.  A  few 
\  cars  ago,  1  was  extremely  moved  when  I 
first  saw  'The  Quilt,'  an  ambitious 
interweaving  of  several  thousand  fabric 
panels,  each  memorializing  a  person  who 
had  died  of  AIDS,  and,  most 
importantly,  each  designed  and 
constructed  by  his  or  her  loved  ones. 
This  made  me  want  to  memorialize  in 
music  those  I  have  lost,  and  reflect  on 
those  1  am  losing. 

"Cast  in  free,  large-scale  A-B-A  form, 
the  first  movement  {Apologue  [i.e.,  an 
allegorical  narrative  usually  intended  to 
convey  a  moral]:  Of  Rage  and 
Remembrance)  is  highly  charged,  and 
alternates  between  the  tension  of  anger 
and  the  bittersweet  nostalgia  of 
remembering.  It  reflects  my  distress  over 
a  concert-pianist  friend:  a  distant 
(offstage)  piano  is  heard,  as  if  in  a 
memory,  playing  the  Leopold  Godowsky 
transcription  of  Isaac  Albeniz's  Tango,  a 
favorite  piece  of  his. 

"The  second  movement  {Tarantelki) 
was  written  in  memory  of  a  friend  who 
was  an  executive  in  the  music  industry 
and  an  amateur  pianist.  In  1970, 1  wrote 
Gazebo  Dances  (for  piano,  four  hands)  for 
various  friends  to  play  and  dedicated  the 
final  movement.  Tarantella,  to  him.  In 
the  Middle  Ages,  insanity  purportedly 


could  be  cured  by  dancing  the  tarantella, 
and  the  association  of  madness  and  my 
piano  piece  proved  both  prophetic  and 
bitterly  ironic  when  my  friend,  whose  wit 
and  intelligence  were  legendary  in  the 
music  field,  became  insane  as  a  result  of 
AIDS  dementia. 

"The  third  movement  {Chaconne: 
Giulio's  Song)  recalls  a  friendship  that 
dated  back  to  my  college  days.  Giulio 
was  an  amateur  cellist;  after  he  died 
several  years  ago,  I  found  an  old  tape- 
recording  of  the  two  of  us  improvising  on 
cello  and  piano,  as  we  often  did.  That 
tape,  from  1962,  provided  material  for 
the  extended  cello  solo  in  this 
movement.  Halfway  through  the  melody, 
a  second  cello  (representing  Giulio's 
cello  teacher,  another  AIDS  victim) 
joins  the  soloist.  This  is  the  first  of  a 
series  of  musical  remembrances  of  other 
friends.... 

"The  Symphony's  final  part  (Epilogue) 
is  played  against  a  repeated  pattern 
consisting  of  waves  of  brass  chords.  (To 
me,  the  sound  of  ocean  waves  conveys 
an  image  of  timelessness.)  Against  this, 
the  piano  solo  from  the  first  movement 
(the  Albeniz/Godowsky  Tango)  returns, 
as  does  the  Tarantella  melody  (this  time 
sounding  distant  and  peaceful),  and 
the  two  solo  cellos  recapitulate  their 
dialogues....  The  music  finally  fades 
into  silence."

All  of  us  at  Curtis  mourn  the  loss  of  our  dear  friend, 
Curtis  alumnus  and  long-time  faculty  member,  Jascha  Brodsky 
(Violin  '34),  who  died  on  March  3,  1997,  at  the  age  of  89. 

Mr.  Brodsky  began  his  association  with  Curtis  in  1930  as  a 
student  of  Efrem  Zimbalist.  Soon  after  arriving  at  The  Institute, 
he  joined  the  Curtis  String  Quartet  as  its  first  violinist.  Over 
the  next  decade,  the  Quartet  became  world  famous  and  toured 
extensively  throughout  Europe  and  the  U.S.,  recording  for 
RCA-Victor,  Columbia  and  Westminster  Records.  During  his 
67-year  association  with  Curtis,  Mr.  Brodsky  taught  and 
inspired  hundreds  of  students.  In  addition  to  his  work  at 
Curtis,  Mr.  Brodsky  was  instrumental  in  the  founding  of  the 
New  School  of  Music  in  Philadelphia  and  served  on  the  faculty 
of  Temple  University.  His  students  include  leading  soloists  as 
well  as  members  of  distinguished  chamber  groups  and  major 
orchestras  throughout  the  world. 

We  deeply  appreciate  Mr.  Brodsky 's  contributions  to  Curtis, 
and  we  shall  miss  him,  personally  as  well  as  musically.

Guest  conductors  who  have  worked  with  the  orchestra  include 
Leonard  Bernstein,  Ser^u  Celibidache,  Riccardo  ChaiUy,  Zubin  Mehta,  Riccardo  Muti, 
Arxdre  Previn,  Siraon  Rattle,  Mstislav  Rostropovich,  Wolfgang  Sawalhsch,  Leonard 
Slatkin,  Yuri  Temirkanov  ar\d  David  Zinman.  The  Curtis  presence  is  striking  among  the 
"Big  Five"  American  symphony  orchestras,  where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  alrrwst 
30%  of  the  principal  desks .

Curtis  alumnus  Robert  Spano 
(Conducting  '85),  now  in  his  second 
season  as  music  director  of  the  Brooklyn 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  has  led  nearly 
every  major  North  American  orchestra, 
including  those  of  Philadelphia,  Chicago, 
Cleveland,  Los  Angeles  and  Boston, 
where  he  served  as  assistant  conductor 
from  1991  to  1994.  Among  Mr.  Spano's 
numerous  international  activities  are  guest 
conducting  engagements  with  the 
Frankfurt  Radio  Orchestra,  Orchestra  of 
the  Hague,  Helsinki  Philharmonic,  New 
Japan  Philharmonic  (Tokyo),  Royal 
Opera  at  Covent  Garden,  Tonhalle 
Orchester  of  Zurich  and  the  Welsh 
National  Opera.  In  addition  to  his  role  as 
conductor,  Mr.  Spano  is  an  accomplished 
pianist  and  has  performed  chamber  music 
concerts  with  colleagues  from  the 
Brooklyn  Philharmonic,  Boston 
Symphony  and  the  Oberlin  Conservatory 
of  Music,  where  he  has  been  a  member 
of  the  faculty  since  1989.  In  1994,  he 
was  the  recipient  of  the  prestigious 
Seaver/National  Endowment  of  the  Arts 
Conductor  Award.  Mr.  Spano  studied 
conducting  with  Robert  Baustian  at  the 
Oberlin  Conservatory  and  then  with  Max 
Rudolf  at  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music. 

Anthony  Gigliotti,  clarinet 

Anthony  Gigliotti  (Clarinet  '47)  has 
had  a  long  association  with  The  Curtis 
Institute  of  Music,  both  as  a  student  and  as 
a  faculty  member.  He  began  his  musical 
studies  with  his  father,  a  prominent 
Philadelphia  clarinet  teacher,  and  at  the 
age  of  18  entered  Curtis  to  study  with 
Daniel  Bonade.  After  graduating  from 
The  Institute,  Mr.  Gigliotti  performed 


with  the  Ballets  Russes  de  Monte  Carlo  as 
well  as  the  Little  Orchestra  Society  of 
New  York.  In  1949,  Mr.  Gigliotti  was 
appointed  principal  clarinet  of  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra,  where  he 
remained  until  his  retirement  in  1996. 
Mr.  Gigliotti  returned  to  Curtis  in  1951  as 
a  member  of  the  clarinet  faculty,  a 
position  he  held  until  1980;  in  1985,  he 
returned  to  The  Institute  to  join  the 
chamber  music  faculty.  His  unique 
insights  into  the  needs  of  performing 
clarinetists  and  his  passion  for  the 
instrument  have  led  him  to  collaborate 
with  the  Selmer  Instrument  Company 
in  designing  a  new  model  of  clarinet, 
the  Selmer  lOG,  which  Mr.  Gigliotti 
himself  plays. 

Program  Notes

Ned  Rorem 

Bom:  Richmond,  Indiana,  October  23,  1923 

Sunday  Mommg 

Ned  Rorem,  a  member  of  the  Curtis 
faculty  since  1980,  was  bom  in  Indiana 
and  raised  in  Chicago.  Throughout  his 
school  years,  he  took  lessons  in  piano  and 
theory  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and  at 
that  city's  American  Conservatory;  Leo 
Sowerby  was  among  his  early  teachers. 
After  two  years  at  the  School  of  Music  of 
Northwestern  University  (1940-1942), 
Rorem  won  a  scholarship  to  study 
composition  and  orchestration  with  Gian 
Carlo  Menotti  and  counterpoint  with 
Rosario  Scalero  at  The  Curtis  Institute  of 
Music.  He  was  at  Curtis  for  only  one  year, 
however,  before  transferring  to  Juilliard, 
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where  he  earned  bachelor's  and  master's 
degrees.  He  spent  the  summers  of  1946 
and  1 947  at  Tanglewood  as  a  student  of 
Copland,  and  also  studied  composition 
privately  in  New  York  with  Virgil 
Thomstin. 

In  1949,  Rorem  moved  to  Morocco, 
where  he  produced  much  music;  in  1950, 
he  won  the  Lili  Boulanger  Prize  for 
composition.  On  a  Fulbright  scholarship 
in  1951-1952,  he  studied  with  Honegger 
in  Paris,  and  remained  in  that  city  for  the 
next  five  years.  He  continued  to  compose 
prodigiously,  and  recorded  his  experiences 
in  The  Paris  Diary,  the  first  of  his  published 
books.  Since  returning  to  the  United 
States  in  1957,  Rorem  has  devoted  himself 
largely  to  composition  and  writing.  His 
honors  include  the  Pulitzer  Prize  (for  his 
1976  Air  Mtisic),  election  to  the  American 
Academy  and  Institute  of  Arts  and 
Letters,  two  Guggenheim  Fellowships,  a 
Ford  Foundation  grant,  and  a  fellowship 
from  the  NEA. 

The  composer  wrote  about  Suruiay 
Morning:  "Wallace  Stevens  (1879-1955), 
among  the  greatest  modem  American 
poets,  is  also  one  of  the  most  influential, 
his  art  touching  not  oiily  other  authors, 
but  three  generations  of  composers,  here 
and  abroad,  who  have  drawn  from  his 
verse  for  their  song  settings.  I  first  made 
musical  versions  in  1971  with  Lost  Poems. 
This  symphonic  suite,  however,  is  a  non- 
literal,  dreamlike  recollection  of  Stevens' 
long  poem  Sunday  Morning  (1915).  Like 
the  poem,  the  music  is  divided  into  eight 
sections;  the  words,  as  1  comprehend 
them,  are  not  expressed  through  a  human 
voice  but  through  the  colors  of 
instruments,  alone  and  together.  "I. 
green  freedom'  —  Full  orchestra.  11. 
'Passions  of  rain'  —  Six  horns  and  strings. 


III.  indifferent  blue'  —  Clarinet  and 
cello  solos,  with  harp  and  muted  strings. 

IV.  birds.  Before  they  fly'  —  TTiree 
flutes  and  muted  strings.  V.  'Death  is  the 
mother  of  beauty'  —  Full  orchestra.  VI. 
our  insipid  lutes'  —  Full  orchestra  with 
mandolin  solo.  Vll.     a  ring  of  men'  — 
Timpani  solo  with  full  orchestra.  Vlll. 
to  darkness,  on  extended  wings'  —  Two 
solo  violas  against  the  full  orchestra." 

George  Rochberg 

Btim:  Paterson,  New  Jersey,  July  5,  1918 

Concerto  for  Clarinet 
and  Orchestra 

George  Rochberg  studied  piano  as  a 
youngster,  and  took  up  performing  in  jazz 
ensembles  and  writing  popular  and  serious 
songs  and  keyboard  pieces  while  still  a 
teenager.  After  receiving  his 
undergraduate  degree  from  Montclair 
State  Teachers'  College,  he  won  a 
scholarship  to  the  Mannes  School  in  New 
York.  After  active  combat  duty  in  Europe 
during  the  War,  he  entered  The  Curtis 
Institute  of  Music  to  study  with  Rosario 
Scalero  and  Gian  Carlo  Menotti,  and 
joined  the  school's  faculty  the  year  after 
his  graduation  in  1947.  Rochberg's  music 
of  those  years  was  heavily  influenced  by 
the  works  of  Hindemith,  Bartok  and 
Stravinsky.  While  in  Rome  in  1950  on 
Fulbright  and  American  Academy 
fellowships,  he  met  the  Italian  composer 
Luigi  Dallapiccola,  and  became  a 
dedicated  serialist  whose  works  for  the 
next  1 5  years  show  the  rigorous 
application  of  Schoenberg's  twelve-tone 
theory.  On  Rochberg's  return  to 
Philadelphia  in  1951,  he  was  appointed 
music  editor  of  the  publishing  firm  of 
Theodore  Presser,  a  post  he  held  for  nine 


years.  He  left  Curtis  in  1954,  but  re- 
entered the  academic  world  as  chairman 
of  the  music  department  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  in  1960.  He  served  as 
Annenberg  Professor  of  the  Humanities  at 
the  University  from  1979  until  his 
retirement  in  1983. 

The  shock  of  the  death  of  his  ZO-year- 
old  son  from  a  brain  tumor  in  1964  caused 
Rochberg  to  re-examine  the  expressive 
potential  of  his  art,  and  he  chose  to 
abandon  serialism  for  a  more  traditional 
compositional  style.  His  many 
compositions  since  that  time  have  found 
much  favor  with  both  audiences  and 
musicians  for  their  evocative,  eclectic 
blend  of  modem  devices  with 
conventional  tonality  and  melody. 
Rochberg's  honors  include  election  to  the 
Institute  of  the  American  Academy  and 
Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters,  two 
Guggenheim  fellowships,  two  grants  from 
the  NEA,  and  honorary  doctorates  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  The 
Curtis  Institute  of  Music. 

Rochberg's  Clarinet  Concerto  was 
commissioned  by  the  Philadelphia 
Orchestra  for  the  ensemble's  long-time 
principal  clarinetist,  Anthony  Gigliotti, 
who  premiered  the  work  at  Philadelphia's 
Academy  of  Music  on  February  22,  1996; 
Wolfgang  Sawallisch  conducted.  The 
composer  spoke  of  the  work's  genesis:  "I 
wrote  my  Clarinet  Concerto  for  Tony 
Gigliotti  because  we've  been  good  friends 
for  a  long  time  and  because  1  greatly 
admire  the  way  he  plays.  This  is  no  small 
impetus  for  a  composer  when  he  tackles  a 
large  work  he's  been  asked  to  write  on 
commission.  It  stimulates  and  feeds  the 
energies  —  mental  and  emotional  —  and 
provides  the  staying  power  for  the  long 


haul  that  writing  a  full-scale,  major  work 
requires.  Also,  1  wanted  to  write  a  work 
which  would  be  a  warming  send-off  for  a 
real  performing  artist  who  has  carried  out 
his  almost  50-year-long  role  as  principal 
clarinet  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  with 
great  honor,  dedication  and  true  spirit. 

"When  I  chose  the  A  clarinet  over  its 
B-flat  counterpart,  it  is  because  it  is  so,  to 
my  ear,  richer  and  darker  in  color,  while 
still  as  agile,  giving  me  the  low 
C-sharp  I  wanted  for  the  last  section  of 
the  work,  the  one  1  called  'Serenissima.' 
Since  one  thing  leads  to  another,  my 
choice  of  the  A  clarinet  determined  for 
the  Serenissima  the  key  of  A  major,  which 
in  turn  significantly  affected  the  design  of 
the  overall  structure  of  the  Concerto  — 
which  is  through-composed,  beginning 
quietly  and  ending  quietly,  with  a 
considerably  wide  spectrum  of  emotional 
and  gestural  adventures  in  between. 

"Was  I  thinking  of  Mozart's  divinely 
beautiful  Clarinet  Concerto  —  not  to 
mention  his  heavenly  Clarinet  Quintet? 
Yes,  I  was;  very  much  so.  If  there  are 
references  to  Mozart  —  and  there  are  — 
they  are  best  heard  and  understood 
according  to  Linda  Hutcheon's  remarks 
(in  her  book  A  Theory  of  Parody)  that 
music,  like  the  other  arts,  has  turned 
inward  'to  reflect  upon  its  own 
constitution';  and  that  this  turning  inward 
'is  one  of  the  ways  in  which  modem  artists 
have  managed  to  come  to  terms  with  the 
weight  of  the  past.' 

"Such  acts  of  renewal  allow  us  to  see 
our  present  in  terms  of  the  past,  the  past 
in  terms  of  the  present,  vivifying  both, 
and  ultimately  helping  us  to  reestablish  a 
living  continuity  between  ourselves  and 
what  came  before  us.  At  the  end  of  the 
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20th  century,  I  consider  this  crucial  to  the 
ongoing  life  of  music  as  an  art,  as  we  head 
into  the  uncertainties  of  the  21st  century." 

Rochberg's  Clarinet  Concerto  forms  a 
single  long  arch  of  music  comprising 
several  continuous  sections  in  varied 
moods.  The  work  begins  thoughtfully, 
with  a  lyrical  theme  for  the  soloist  that  is 
referred  to  throughout  the  Concerto. 
Orchestral  passages  of  greater  urgency 
draw  sweeping  arpeggios  from  the  clarinet 
before  the  music  careens  into  a  raucous 
AUegro  burlesco.  Calm  is  restored  by  a  solo 
cadenza  to  such  a  degree  that  a  reference 
to  the  sublime  Adagio  of  Mozart's  Clarinet 
Concerto  —  marked  by  Rochberg 
"tranquil,  dreamy,  spiritual"  —  may  enter 
without  incongruity.  The  orchestra 
intrudes  on  this  reverie,  but  is  quieted 
again  for  a  time  by  the  soloist.  The 
orchestra  keeps  insisting,  however,  and 
eventually  the  soloist  resorts  to  threats  of 
deviltry  by  serving  up  the  squalling 
clarinet  phrases  from  the  Witches'  Sabbath 
movement  of  Berlioz's  Symphonie 
fantastiqiie.  A  whispered  cadenza  and  a 
limpid,  subdued  passage  for  soloist  and 
orchestra  bridge  to  the  Concerto's 
luminous  ending:  ethereal,  floating,  nearly 
motionless  music,  "Serenissima"  —  "Most 
Serene"  —  Rochberg  called  it.  The  last 
chord,  according  to  the  score,  should  be 
held  "forever." 

Hector  Berlioz 

Bom:  Cote-Saint- Andre,  France, 

December  11,  1803 
Died:  Pans,  March  8,  1869 

'iymphonie  fantastique 

By  1830,  when  he  turned  27,  Hector 
Berlioz  had  won  the  Prix  de  Rome  and 
jained  a  certain  notoriety  among  the  staid 


Parisian  public  for  his  perplexingly  original 
compositions.  Hector  Berlioz  was  also 
madly  in  love.  The  object  of  his  amorous 
passion  was  an  English  actress  of  middling 
ability,  one  Harriet  Smithson,  whom  the 
composer  first  saw  when  a  touring  English 
theatrical  company  performed 
Shakespeare  in  Paris  in  1827.  During  the 
ensuing  three  years,  this  romance  was 
entirely  one-sided,  since  the  young 
composer  never  met  Harriet,  but  only 
knew  her  across  the  footlights  as  Juliet 
and  Ophelia. 

Berlioz  was  still  nursing  his  unrequited 
love  for  Harriet  in  1830  when  his 
emotional  state  served  as  the  germ  for  a 
composition  based  on  this  "Episode  from 
the  Life  of  an  Artist,"  as  he  subtitled  the 
Symphonie  fantastique.  In  this  work,  the 
artist  visualizes  his  loved  one  through  an 
opium-induced  trance,  first  in  his  dreams, 
then  at  a  ball,  in  the  country,  at  his 
execution  and,  finally,  as  a  participant  in  a 
witches'  sabbath.  She  is  represented  by  a 
musical  theme  which  appears  in  each  of 
the  five  movements,  an  idee  fixe  (a  term 
that  Berlioz  borrowed  from  the  just- 
emerging  field  of  psychology  to  denote  an 
unhealthy  obsession)  which  is  transformed 
to  suit  its  imaginary  musical  surroundings. 
The  idee  fixe  is  treated  kindly  through  the 
first  three  movements,  but  after  the  artist 
has  lost  his  head  for  love  (literally  —  the 
string  pizzicati  followed  by  drum  rolls  and 
brass  fanfares  at  the  very  end  of 
the  March  to  the  Scaffold  graphically 
represent  the  fall  of  the  guillotine 
blade  and  the  ceremony  of  the  formal 
execution),  the  idee  fixe  is  transmogrified 
into  a  jeering,  strident  parody  of  itself  in 
the  finale.

SYNOPSIS 


ACT  I. 

TTie  Choruses  describe  the  background  of  the  rise  of  the  Tarquins  and  the  Greco- 
Roman  war.  They  reveal  that  we  will  witness  the  tragedy  of  Lucretia  and  Tarquinius. 

Tarquinius  Sextus,  the  son  of  the  king,  is  drinking  with  his  fellow  generals, 
Collatinus  and  Junius,  and  discussing  their  wager  of  the  night  before,  when  they  had 
paid  a  surprise  visit  to  Rome.  Only  Lucretia,  wife  of  Collatinus,  was  found  virtuously  at 
home.  Junius  is  bitter  with  jealousy  and  taunts  Tarquinius  that  not  even  he  would 
attempt  to  dishonor  such  chastity.  Sensing,  perhaps,  something  in  her  that  is  greater 
than  he  is,  Tarquinius  sets  out  for  Rome  to  "prove  Lucretia  chaste."  The  Male  Chorus 
describes  his  headlong  ride. 

The  second  scene  overlaps  the  first  in  time.  Lucretia  and  her  attendants,  Lucia  and 
Bianca,  are  shown  spinning  and  folding  linen,  while  the  Female  Chorus  comments  on 
the  fate  of  women  who  wait  at  home  and  yearn  for  the  unattainable.  Tarquinius  arrives 
unexpectedly  and  is  offered  hospitaliry  for  the  night. 


ACT  TWO. 

The  Choruses  again  describe  the  Etruscan  domination  of  Rome  and  the  unrest  of  the 
people. 

Lucretia  is  revealed  asleep,  dreaming  of  CoUatinus.  She  is  wakened  by  Tarquinius, 
who  attempts  to  persuade  her  of  her  desire  for  him.  Failing  in  this,  he  threatens  Lucretia 
at  swordpoint  and  rapes  her.  The  Choruses  struggle  to  find  meaning  in  such  outrage. 

The  following  morning,  Lucia  and  Bianca  are  arranging  flowers.  Lucretia  enters, 
alternately  heavy-hearted  and  hysterical,  as  she  sends  for  CoUatinus  to  come  to  her  at 
once.  When  CoUatinus  arrives,  she  greets  him  in  mourning  attire  and  tells  him  of  the 
rape.  Unable  to  accept  her  husband's  consolation  and  forgiveness,  she  kills  herself  The 
other  characters  mourn  her  tragic  death  with  a  great  outcry:  "Is  it  all?  It  this  it  all?" 

The  Female  Chorus  also  questions  the  purpose  of  such  tragedy  and  struggles  to  retain 
her  faith.  But  the  Male  Chorus  offers  the  vision  of  the  redemptive  power  of  Christ. 

BIOGRAPHIES 

Ian  Robertson,  conductor 

Ian  Robertson,  chorus  director  and  conductor  with  the  San  Francisco  Opera  since 
1987,  made  his  company  debut  in  1988  with  Lady  Macbeth  ofMtsensk  and  has  since  led 
performances  of  Fahtaff,  Lohengrin,  Rigoletto,  La  traviata,  Don  Carlo,  Turandot  and  11 
trovatore.  In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Opera  Chorus,  Mr.  Robertson  has  led  the  San 
Francisco  Opera  Orchestra  and  Chorus  in  concerts  at  the  War  Memorial  Opera  House 
and  as  part  of  the  1994  and  1995  Summer  Concert  series.  Previously,  Mr.  Robertson  was 
head  of  music  and  chorus  director  of  the  Scottish  Opera,  for  which  he  also  conducted 
numerous  productions.  A  native  of  Scotland,  he  trained  as  a  pianist  at  the  Royal 
Scottish  Academy  of  Music,  where  he  won  numerous  awards  as  well  as  a  scholarship  to 
the  University  of  Glasgow.  Mr.  Robertson  has  performed  in  recital  at  the  Edinburgh 
International  Festival  and  in  such  venues  as  Wigmore  Hall  and  the  Purcell  Room  in 
London.  He  has  recorded  recitals  for  the  BBC  and  appeared  as  pianist  with  the  New 
Music  Group  of  Scotland.  Last  season,  Mr.  Robertson  conducted  the  Curtis  production 
of  lolanta  and  will  return  to  Curtis  in  April  to  conduct  Eugene  One^n. 

Kay  Walker  Castaldo,  director 

Kay  Walker  Castaldo  has  worked  extensively  in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
including  a  long-term  association  with  the  Opera  Company  of  Philadelphia,  where  she 
served  as  director-in-residence.  Among  her  numerous  credits  are  the  American 
premieres  of  Raimondi's  II  ventaglio  and  Laudes  Evangelii  by  Valentino  Bucchi,  as  well  as 
the  recent  Opera  Company  of  Philadelphia  productions  of  The  Rake's  Progress,  Madavna 
Butterfly  and  Norma.  In  addition  to  opera,  Ms.  Castaldo  has  worked  in  the  theater  and  is 
particularly  interested  in  the  development  of  new  works.

She  has  taught  acting  at  Yale  University,  as  well  as  at  the  Music 
Theater  Project  in  Athens,  Greece.  The  Rape  of  Lucretia  is  Ms.  Castaldo's  third 
production  with  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music. 


David  McCarty,  choreographer 

Mr.  McCarty  has  directed,  choreographed  and  performed  extensively  in  opera,  ballet, 
musical  theatre  and  theater.  He  has  danced  with  the  New  York  City  and  Boston  Opera 
Companies,  choreographed  four  world  premiere  operas  for  Greek  National  Television 
and  recently  directed  Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors  at  the  Danny  Kaye  Theater  in  New 
York.  Mr.  McCarty  enjoys  a  long  collaboration  with  Kay  Walker  Castaldo,  most 
recently  in  the  Opera  Company  of  Philadelphia's  production  of  Norma.  The  Rape  of 
Lucretia  is  Mr.  McCarty's  first  production  with  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music. 

Joseph  M.  Urbanik,  scenic  designer 

Mr.  Urbanik  has  designed  scenery  for  many  plays  and  musicals,  including  The 
Philadelphia  Story,  Little  Shop  of  Horrors,  Philadelphia,  Here  I  Come!,  Into  the  Woods, 
Dancing  at  Lughnasa,  Pippin,  The  Pajama  Game,  My  Favorite  Year  and  Sunday  in  the  Park 
with  George.  An  accomplished  scenic  painter,  Mr.  Urbanik  has  served  as  a  scenic  artist 
on  such  films  as  Philadelphia,  Philly  Heat,  Two  Bits  and  Twelve  Monkeys.  The  Rape  of 
Lucretia  is  Mr.  Urbanik's  second  production  with  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music. 

Kevin  Baratier,  costume  designer 

Originally  from  New  York  state,  Mr.  Baratier  received  his  B.F.A.  in  Art  Design  from 
the  State  University  of  New  York  at  Oswego.  He  then  spent  four  years  doing  freelance 
costuming  and  puppetmaking  for  film  and  television  in  Hollywood,  after  which  he 
returned  to  Oswego  as  costume  shop  super\'isor  for  SUNY's  theatre  department.  In 
1996,  he  joined  the  Opera  Company  of  Philadelphia  as  scenic  coordinator  and  co- 
designer,  where  he  oversaw  the  recent  productions  Madama  Butterfly  and  Norma.  Mr. 
Baratier  continues  to  freelance  extensively  in  Philadelphia  with  such  groups  as  the 
American  Music  Theatre  Festival,  the  Philadelphia  Theatre  Company,  the  Academy  of 
Vocal  Arts  and  the  Avenue  of  the  Arts.

Program  Notes  by  Daniel  Kellogg 


Five  Sketches  for  Solo  Flute 

Five  Sketches  for  Solo  Flute  was  inspired  by  Mimi  Stillman's  virtuosic 
playing.  After  working  with  her  in  ensemble  situations  I  wanted  to  write 
a  set  of  character  pieces  for  solo  flute  that  would  show  off  her  range  of 
expression  and  agility. 

Impulse  alternates  fast,  whimsical  flurries  with  slower,  arcing 
lines.  A  diatonic  language  mixes  in  blue  notes  to  create  a  short  sporadic 
movement. 

Loss  begins  with  slow,  long  lines  in  a  chromatic  language.  This 
sour  sound  turns  harsh  as  fast  runs  fill  in  dissonant  leaps.  The  intensity 
builds  to  a  screeching  climax,  which  gives  way  to  a  distant  and 
unchanged  return  of  the  opening  phrases. 

Interlude  offers  contrast  to  the  more  abstract  movements 
through  a  lyrical  waltz. 

Autumn  Refrain  uses  broad,  warm  lines  to  remember  a  season 
recently  passed,  while  sour  tones  portray  the  starkness  of  winter. 

Tempest  begins  with  a  fast,  frantic  melody  that  constantly 
pushes  forward  with  a  strong  flare.  Rhythmic  playfulness  maintains  the 
intensity  through  a  softer  middle  section  that  builds  to  a  second  outburst 
of  the  opening  melody.  Following  the  climax,  the  piece  ends  abruptly 
with  soft,  secco  notes. 


Three  Songs  of  Night 


Three  Songs  of  Night  was  written  for  the  Wilton  High  School  Chamber  Singers, 
under  the  direction  of  Patrick  Taylor.  These  subtle  and  beautiful  texts  called  for  the 
innocent  sound  of  a  three-part  female  choir  in  an  intimate  chamber  setting. 

Blossoms  at  Evening  mixes  french  harmonies  in  the  piano  with  long  and 
simple  vocal  lines  to  create  the  timeless  sense  of  dusk. 

Night  uses  involved  contrapuntal  material  in  extended  a  capella  passages  to 
create  the  intensity  of  emotion  called  for  by  the  passion  of  the  text. 

Lightly  Stepped  a  Yellow  Star  is  a  prayerful  song  in  chorale  style. 

Blossoms  at  Evening  by  Eifuku  Mon-in,  translated  by  Steven  D.  Carter

Whitening  Fury 


During  late  May  1997,  while  visiting  Aspen,  Colorado,  for  a 
friend's  wedding,  I  set  aside  my  last  day  to  begin  work  on  this  piece.  I 
awoke  that  morning  to  find  a  blanket  of  snow  everywhere  and  a  winter 
storm  upon  us.  Sitting  behind  the  kitchen  window,  I  watched  the 
beauty  of  the  storm  as  shafts  of  sun  broke  through  the  ever-shifting 
clouds  to  light  up  the  flakes.  The  day  before  had  been  midsummer-like 
weather  and  now  winter  had  returned  to  great  surprise.  Later  that  day,  1 
learned  of  two  friends  who  had  gone  out  camping  the  night  before  only 
to  awake  to  many  more  inches  of  snow  high  up  in  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  with  fierce  winds  and  unpassable  rivers.  My  friends  had 
carried  only  late  spring  provisions;  this  storm  that  I  found  so 
comfortable  proved  very  threatening  to  them. 

Whitening  Fury  explores  this  dichotomy  through  a  balance  of 
slow  lyrical  music  and  fast  rhythmic  music.  The  piece  begins  fast  and 
violent  with  loud,  rhythmic  chords  mixed  with  dissonant,  angular  lines. 
The  second  section  begins  very  soft  and  slow  with  more  consonant 
chords  in  the  strings  and  high,  shimmering  chords  in  the  piano.  After  a 
time,  the  first  violin  enters  with  the  main  melody  in  its  purest  and  most 
lyrical  form.  The  texture  thickens  and  the  tension  grows  as  this  violin 
line  turns  dissonant.  A  buildup  leads  into  the  third  section  in  a  fast 
tempo.  The  main  melody  has  turned  angular  again  with  jazz-like 
rhythms.  The  violent  music  from  the  opening  now  alternates  with  jazzy, 
more  playful  sections  as  the  piece  races  towards  its  end.  Throughout  this 
piece  the  lower  three  string  parts  form  a  chorus  while  the  first  violin 
takes  a  solo  role  and  the  piano  mediates. 

Whitening  Fury  was  written  for  players  at  the  1997  Norfolk 
Chamber  Music  Festival  and  was  premiered  on  July  3,  1997.

Program  Notes 


Two  Pieces  for  Chamber  Orchestra 

Two  Pieces  for  Chamber  Orchestra  is  a  pair  of  contrasting 
movements  that  are  subtly  bound  together  by  various  musical  ideas.  With 
this  piece,  I  challenged  myself  to  write  long,  lyrical  lines  and  use  more 
functional  harmony  and  traditional  forms.  It  was  originally  intended  to  have 
a  third  movement,  but  I  find  it  fulfills  itself  without. 

The  first  movement  is  tonally  centered  around  C  minor  and  begins 
Adagio.  Much  of  the  musical  material  comes  from  the  clarinet  solo  in  the 
first  10  bars.  It  is  full  of  long  melodies  in  the  strings  and  is  constantly 
building  to  sweeping  climaxes.  Although  there  is  no  development  section, 
the  music  is  continuously  developed  throughout. 

The  second  movement  begins  with  a  gracious  and  easygoing  tune 
played  by  the  clarinet.  The  movement  continues  with  an  abundance  of 
melodies,  leading  to  a  double  fugue  played  by  the  full  orchestra  that  combines 
all  of  the  previously  stated  themes.  As  in  the  first  movement,  it  ends  softly, 
recalling  its  beginning.  —  William  S.  Roujson 

January  Scenes 

January  Scenes  is  a  set  of  5  miniatures  based  on  my  own  reflections  of 
January.  These  reflections  all  come  from  childhood  memories  (except  for 
Philadelphia  Rain,  which  is  a  more  recent  memory). 

Laughing  Boy:  The  title  comes  from  this  poem  by  Richard  Wright: 
In  the  falling  snow 
A  laughing  boy  holds  out  his  palms 
Until  they  are  white. 


In  the  beginning  of  the  movement  I  use  pizzicato  strings  to  represent  the 
snow.  After  a  swell  of  "snow,"  the  vioUns  enter  with  a  joyous  and  rhythmic 
tune.  Brass  and  winds  interject  occasionally  to  create  a  very  active  dance-like 
movement. 

Skating  Alone  at  Dusk:  As  a  child  I  skated  daily  after  school  until 
dinner  time,  when  mom  called  me  home.  I  loved  the  feeling  just  before  dark 
when  all  the  other  kids  had  gone  home  and  I  remained,  skating  and  watching 
the  muted  colors  of  the  sunset  through  the  bare  woods.  This  movement 
begins  with  muted  strings  that  create  Ivesian  harmonies  as  the  color  and  feel 
of  winter  dusk.  The  oboe  soloist  becomes  the  skater,  and  the  violin  soloist 
becomes  the  wind  and  sounds  of  the  pond. 

Philadelphia  Rain:  Having  grown  up  in  New  England,  Philadelphia 
winters  came  as  a  bit  of  a  disappointment.  When  I  otherwise  would  be 
enjoying  snow,  it  rains.  For  this  movement  I  used  only  7  players  from  the 
orchestra  to  create  a  background  harmony  with  two  soloists.  The  winds  play 
sad  French  harmonies  while  the  viola  carries  the  main  tune  and  the  cello 
accompanies.  The  music  is  a  short,  sad  waltz. 

Snow  and  Winter  Stars:  I  always  loved  the  eerie  look  of  a  snow- 
covered  field  at  night  with  a  well-lit  sky.  To  convey  this  abstract  feeling,  I  use 
the  A  in  the  cellos  and  the  F  in  the  violins  as  a  pedal  while  harmonies  shift 
around  these  points.  The  winds  enter  early  with  a  fragment  of  a  chorale  in  a 
flat  key.  At  the  climax  the  brass  and  winds  play  the  chorale  which  finally 
swells  to  an  F  major  chord.  The  piece  ends  with  the  same  starkness  with 
which  it  began. 

Ice  Storm:  An  ice  storm  is  at  first  violent  and  very  dangerous.  In  the 
morning  it  becomes  a  radiant  wonder  when  the  sun  returns  and  reflects  the 
ice.  Dissonant  brass  and  string  chords  alternate  in  the  beginning  in  an  almost 
violent  fashion.  T~he  winds  take  over  the  dissonant  and  somewhat  disjointed 
music.  After  a  buildup,  the  strings  and  brass  return  in  full  force,  which 
leads  to  a  much  faster  coda  in  a  brighter  consonant  flash  of  an  ending. 
—  Daniel  Kellogg 


Addict:  Aberration 


ADD1CT:AbeRRAT10N  is  about  a  struggle  between  the  pure  and 
impure,  the  elegant  and  the  base.  There  is  no  specific  program  in  the  work, 
other  than  the  subject  matter  in  the  title.  The  first  movement  continually 
tries  to  escape  the  repeated  note  of  the  opening  and  finally  loses;  the  second 
movement  switches  between  innocent  and  jaded  music,  with  apologies  to 
Schubert.  I  chose  the  addition  of  solo  piano  to  highlight  the  conflicts  of  the 
piece.  The  form  of  toccata  and  fugue  seemed  also  appropriate:  the  toccata  is 
traditionally  a  fantastic,  sometimes  chaotic,  form  while  the  fugue  is  more 
systematic  and  structured. 

I  would  not  have  been  able  to  produce  this  piece  without  the 
opportunity  to  write  for  the  Curtis  Orchestra  and  the  consistent  support  of 
several  important  people.  My  teacher  Richard  Danielpour  has  helped  me  in 
so  many  ways  throughout  these  years  that  I  cannot  adequately  thank  him 
enough.  Jonathan  Biss  has  been  a  real  friend  to  me  during  this  whole  process, 
and  I  thank  him  for  his  patience  and  dedication.  Joseph  Bousso  has  many 
hours  with  this  music,  and  I  owe  him  thanks  for  his  conducting  work  and 
uncanny  editing  prowess.  Margo  Tatgenhorst  has  helped  me  with  numerous 
particulars,  and  has  been  something  of  a  musical  guru  for  me.  Finally,  I  thank 
my  father  who  has  shown  me  unwavering  support;  I  am  blessed  to  have  a 
family  member  with  that  kind  of  confidence  in  me.  —  David  Ludwig

Whitening  Fury 


Ehjring  late  May  1997,  while  visiting  Aspen,  Colorado,  for  a  friend's 
wedding,  I  set  aside  my  last  day  to  begin  work  on  this  piece.  I  awoke  that 
morning  to  find  a  blanket  of  snow  everywhere  and  a  winter  storm  upon  us. 
Sitting  behind  the  kitchen  window,  I  watched  the  beauty  of  the  storm  as  shafts 
of  sun  broke  through  the  ever-shifting  clouds  to  light  up  the  flakes.  The  day 
before  had  been  midsummer-like  weather  and  now  winter  had  returned  to  great 
surprise.  Later  that  day,  I  learned  of  two  friends  who  had  gone  out  camping  the 
night  before  only  to  awake  to  many  more  inches  of  snow  high  up  in  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  with  fierce  winds  and  unpassable  rivers.  My  friends  had  carried  only 
late  spring  provisions;  this  storm  that  I  found  so  comfortable  proved  very 
threatening  to  them. 

Whitening  Fury  explores  this  dichotomy  through  a  balance  of  slow 
lyrical  music  and  fast  rhythmic  music.  The  piece  begins  fast  and  violent  with 
loud,  rhythmic  chords  mixed  with  dissonant,  angular  lines.  The  second  section 
begins  very  soft  and  slow  with  more  consonant  chords  in  the  strings  and  high, 
shimmering  chords  in  the  piano.  After  a  time,  the  first  violin  enters  with  the 
main  melody  in  its  purest  and  most  lyrical  form.  The  texture  thickens  and  the 
tension  grows  as  this  violin  line  turns  dissonant.  A  buildup  leads  into  the  third 
section  in  a  fast  tempo.  The  main  melody  has  turned  angular  again  with  jazz-like 
rhythms.  TTie  violent  music  from  the  opening  now  alternates  with  jazzy,  more 
playful  sections  as  the  piece  races  towards  its  end.  TTiroughout  this  piece  the 
lower  three  string  parts  form  a  chorus  while  the  first  violin  takes  a  solo  role  and 
the  piano  mediates. 

Whitening  Fury  was  written  for  players  at  the  1997  Norfolk  Chamber 
Music  Festival  and  was  premiered  on  July  3,  1997.  —  Daniel  Kellogg

Shostakovich  String  Quartet  No.  8 


Written  in  July  1960,  Dmitri  Shostakovich  dedicated  this  quartet  to 
the  memory  of  victims  of  fascism  and  war,  a  group  in  which  he  also  included 
himself.  The  composition  coincided  with  the  writing  of  the  incidental  music 
to  the  film  Five  Days '  Five  Nights.  This  work  is  the  first  in  which 
Shostakovich  quoted  themes  from  his  earlier  works.  Within  each  movement 
is  a  recurring  motif  based  on  the  notes  D,  E-flat  ("Es"  in  German),  C  and  B 
("H"  in  German),  forming  an  anagram  of  the  name  Dmitri  Shostakovich. 
Many  sounds  in  this  piece  are  meant  to  recreate  the  chaotic  sounds  of  war  — 
frantic  victims,  circling  warplanes  and  loud  door  knocks.  The  extreme 
variations  in  tempi,  ranging  from  a  droning  largo  to  a  frenetic  allegro  and 
ending  with  a  slow  movement,  create  the  impression  of  everything  slowly

SYNOPSIS 

ACT  I. 

The  opera  takes  place  in  and  around  St.  Petersburg  in  the  early  19'''  century. 
Tatyana,  the  young  and  impressionable  daughter  of  Madame  Larina,  falls  in  love 
with  Eugene  Onegin,  a  friend  of  her  sister  Olga's  betrothed,  Vladimir  Lensky. 
Tatyana  stays  up  all  night  writing  an  impassioned  letter  to  Onegin  telling  him  of  her 
feelings.  The  following  day  he  meets  her  in  the  garden  and,  lecturing  her  on 
maidenly  reticence,  urges  her  to  forget  him. 


ACT  n. 

Tatyana's  birthday  is  being  celebrated  with  a  party.  Some  of  the  guests  are 
gossiping  about  Tatyana  and  Onegin,  who  have  been  dancing  together.  Annoyed, 
Onegin  dances  with  Olga,  who  had  promised  the  dance  to  Lensky.  The  latter 
admonishes  his  fiancee,  who  then  offers  another  dance  to  Onegin.  Lensky  quarrels 
with  Onegin  and  challenges  him  to  a  duel.  Early  the  next  morning  the  two  men 
meet.  Lensky  is  killed. 


ACT  III. 

Six  years  have  passed  and  Onegin  returns  to  St.  Petersburg.  A  ball  is  in  progress  at 
the  house  of  Prince  Gremin,  who  has  married  Tatyana.  Onegin  is  one  of  the  guests 
and  when  he  meets  Tatyana  again,  he  realizes  that  he  loves  her.  Onegin  tells  her  of 
his  love  and  urges  her  to  flee  with  him.  Tatyana  wavers  and  then  responds  ardently; 
but  after  a  few  moments  she  reminds  Onegin  of  her  duty  to  her  husband  and  sends 
hun  away  forever.

Ian  Robertson,  conductor 

Ian  Robertson,  chorus  director  and  conductor  with  the  San  Francisco  Opera  since 
1987,  made  his  company  debut  in  1988  with  Lady  Macbeth  ofMtsensk  and  has  since 
led  performances  of  Falsiaff,  Lohengrin,  Rigoletto,  La  traviata,  Don  Carlo,  Turandot  and 
//  irovalore.  In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Opera  Chorus,  Mr.  Robertson  has  led 
the  San  Francisco  Opera  Orchestra  and  Chorus  in  concerts  at  the  War  Memorial 
Opera  House  and  as  part  of  the  1994  and  1995  Summer  Concert  series.  Previously, 
Mr.  Robertson  was  head  of  music  and  chorus  director  of  the  Scottish  Opera,  for 
which  he  also  conducted  numerous  productions.  A  native  of  Scotland,  he  trained  as 
a  pianist  at  the  Royal  Scottish  Academy  of  Music,  where  he  won  numerous  awards  as 
u  ell  as  a  scholarship  to  the  University  of  Glasgow.  Mr.  Robertson  has  performed  in 
recital  at  the  Edinburgh  International  Festival  and  in  such  venues  as  Wigmore  Hall 
I  and  the  Purcell  Room  in  London.  He  has  recorded  recitals  for  the  BBC  and  appeared 
'  as  pianist  with  the  New  Music  Group  of  Scotland.  Mr.  Robertson  has  conducted  the 
Curtis  productions  of  lolanta  and  La  rondine  as  well  as  this  season's  The  Rape  of 
Lucretia. 

Ralph  Batman,  director 

Ralph  Batman,  administrator  of  Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  Department,  began  his 
career  nearly  25  years  ago  at  a  chain  of  professional  Midwestern  theatres,  where  he 
stage  managed,  designed  and,  eventually,  directed  and  produced  over  30  productions. 
He  returned  to  his  native  Philadelphia  to  join  the  staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Ballet 
and  spent  several  years  with  the  Philadelphia  Drama  Guild,  the  Opera  Company  of 
Philadelphia  and,  since  1988,  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music.  His  directing  credits 
include  productions  of  Mar^i,  Mary;  Once  Upon  a  Mattress;  and  Bel!,  Book  and  Candle, 
as  well  as  a  production  he  co-authored.  In  the  Moment  Before  the  Moment  Before.  For 
Curtis,  Mr.  Batman  directed  last  year's  production  of  lolanta  as  well  as  the  premiere 
of  Jonathan  Holland's  operatic  adaptation  of  Christopher  Durang's  Naomi  in  the 
Living  Room.

Over  the  course  of  the  past  20  years,  George  McMahon  has  designed  the  sets  or 
lighting  for  over  200  productions.  His  work  has  been  seen  locally  at  the  Walnut 
Street  Theatre,  Annenberg  Center,  Mernam  Theater,  Cheltenham  Playhouse  and 
various  colleges.  Most  recently,  Mr.  McMahon  designed  the  lighting  for  Oklahoma  at 
St.  Joseph's  University,  where  he  is  technical  director  of  the  Bluett  Theatre.  Eugene 
Onegin  marks  Mr.  McMahon's  32nd  production  for  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music.

ROBERTO  DIAZ,  VIOLA 

Violist  Roberto  Dfaz,  a  1984  graduate  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  has 
earned  high  praise  for  his  work  both  as  a  soloist  and  as  a  chamber  musician.  Before  being 
named  principal  violist  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  earlier  this  season,  Mr.  Dfaz  held 
positions  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  National  Symphony,  where  he 
served  as  principal  violist.

Roger  Scott  has  enjoyed  a  distinguished  career  ever  since  his  graduation 
from  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  in  1941-  He  immediately  began  his 
professional  activities  as  a  member  of  Stokowski's  All- American 
Youth  Orchestra,  and  then,  after  military  service,  joined  the  Pittsburgh 
Symphony  under  Fritz  Reiner.  In  1947,  he  moved  eastward  to  join  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra,  and  the  following  year  he  was  appointed  its  principal 
bass  —  a  post  he  held  until  his  retirement  47  years  later,  in  1995. 

A  recipient  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra's  prestigious  C.  Hartman  Kuhn 
Award,  Mr.  Scott  is  also  an  enthusiastic  proponent  of  the  double  bass  as  a  solo 
instrument.  He  has  given  recitals  in  major  American  music  centers  and  counts 
among  his  proudest  possessions  a  beautiful  solo  instrument  made  by  Lorenzo 
Evangel  isti  in  1735. 

Mr.  Scott,  who  was  himself  a  pupil  of  the  great  Anton  Torello,  joined  the 
Curtis  faculty  in  1948.  His  former  students  are  now  members  and  principal 
players  of  bass  sections  in  major  orchestras  throughout  the  world.  A  case  in 
point  is  Peter  Lloyd,  one  of  tonight's  performers,  who  has  been  principal 
double  bass  of  the  Minnesota  Orchestra  since  1986. 


In  addition  to  Peter  Lloyd,  who  studied  with  Roger  Scott  from  1974  to  1978, 
most  of  tonight's  artists  are  Curtis  alumni  and/or  faculty  members.  Hugh  Sung 
(Piano  '90)  is  also  The  Institute's  director  of  instrumental  accompaniment, 
and  Harold  Hall  Robinson,  currently  principal  bass  of  the  Philadelphia 
Orchestra,  is  a  member  of  the  Curtis  faculty.  Other  members  of  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra  participating  in  this  tribute  are  Choong-Jin  Chang 
(Violin  '92,  Viola  '94),  associate  principal  viola;  Roberto  Diaz  (Viola  '84), 
principal  viola;  and  Peter  Stumpf  (Violoncello  '85),  associate  principal  cello. 
We  are  also  pleased  to  welcome  the  violinists  Scott  St.  John  (Violin  '90)  and 
guest  artist  Paul  Arnold,  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra.

All  of  us  at  Curtis  mourn  the  loss  of  our  beloved  Vladimir  Sokoloff  (Piano  '36), 
eminent  pianist  and  teacher,  wonderful  musician  and  dehghtful  human  being, 
who  died  on  October  27,  1997,  at  the  age  of  84-

His  close  musical  collaboration  with  violinist  (and  long-time  Curtis  director)  Efrem 
Zimbalist  began  then  and  continued  for  many  years.  Dr.  Sokoloff  also  performed  in  a 
duo-piano  team  with  his  wife  and  former  schoolmate,  Eleanor  Blum  Sokoloff  (Piano 
'38).  Later,  he  played  many  concerts  with  the  Curtis  String  Quartet,  was  the  pianist  of 
the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  from  1938  to  1950,  and  toured  with  such  artists  as  Marian 
Anderson,  Anna  Moffo,  Leontyne  Price  and  Jaime  Laredo. 

At  Curtis,  Dr.  Sokoloff  served  as  head  of  the  accompanying  department.  In 
addition  to  performing  with  faculty  members  and  visiting  artists,  he  played  virtually 
every  piano  accompaniment  for  every  student  lesson  and  performance.  He  also  played 
all  accompaniments  for  every  audition  for  instruments  ranging  from  flute  to  tuba.  He 
coached  singers  in  lieder  and  opera  as  well  as  instrumentalists  in  chamber  music  of 
every  description. 

Dr.  Sokoloff  touched  (and  often  changed)  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  students,  impart- 
ing enthusiasm  as  well  as  knowledge.  Just  about  the  time  that  he  himself  entered 
Curtis  as  a  student,  Josef  Hofmann,  then  The  Institute's  director,  formulated  its 
purpose:  "To  hand  down  through  contemporary  masters  the  great  traditions  of  the 
past;  to  teach  students  to  build  on  this  heritage  for  the  future." 

Vladimir  Sokoloff's  life  and  work  exemplified  this  mission,  and  countless  musical 
artists  of  all  disciplines  and  many  generations  will  always  remember  him  and  his 
teaching  with  the  greatest  gratitude,  respect  and  love.

Andre-Michel  Schub  (Piano  73)  has  garnered  high  critical  acclaim  for 
his  combination  of  technical  precision  with  artistic  expressivity.  Since  making 
his  debut  at  New  York's  Alice  TuUy  Hall  in  1974,  Mr.  Schub  has  performed  all 
over  the  world,  including  solo  appearances  with  the  Boston  Symphony,  Cleveland 
Orchestra,  Chicago  Symphony,  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic,  New  York  Philhar- 
monic, National  Symphony  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Royal  Concertgebouw 
Orchestra  and  Bournemouth  Symphony  abroad.  He  has  collaborated  with  such 
eminent  conductors  as  Erich  Leinsdorf,  James  Levine,  Eugene  Ormandy,  Seiji 
Ozawa,  Sergiu  Comissiona,  Michael  Gielen,  Klaus  Tennstedt  and  Mstislav 
Rostropovich.  Winner  of  the  1974  Naumburg  International  Piano  Competition, 
Mr.  Schub  was  awarded  the  grand  prize  at  the  Van  Clibum  International  Piano 
Competition  in  1981.  Mr.  Schub  first  studied  piano  with  Jascha  Zayde;  upon 
entering  Curtis  in  1970,  he  studied  with  Rudolf  Serkin.  Mr.  Schub  records  for 
SONY  Classical  and  Vox  Cum  Laude  labels.
